Mrs. Donahue said she had no list of the miasinjr, but that Red Cross estimates were based

SIR. llIOI.OTnV AS ACCUSER 

Tlie charges which ForelBn Minister Molo- 
tov leveled nL the United SUtes nnd Britain 
In his report to Ihc home folk.s on the Paris 
conference were not new. BviL heretororo 
Russia haa iwimlly been on the receiving 
rather thnn the giving end. 

Accusations o( "imperialism." of -'prcBSure, 
threats and Intimidation," of "a desire to Im- 
pose their will" have been heard from both 
sides. And we of the western democrocle.s, 
surveying the evidence along with the Indict- 
ments, might be pardoned for believing that 
the shoe fits the Russian loot better than It 
does our own. 

We cannot be sure whether Mr. Molotov 
and hta government really do feel Intimidated 
. (they certainly don't act It) or whether they 
are seeking to excu.'ie their own activities. 
It la quite possible that Mr. Molotov feels that 
all Russia's actions toward peace have been 
logical and reasonable. And that Is one of 
the discouraging things about hla speech. For 
If he Is being candid, then the lack of under- 
standing among the three great powers Is 
emphasized. 

It seems Impossible that, In the face of 
Britain's offers of self-government to India 
and of withdrawal from Egypt and other 
empire outposts. Mr. Molotov should think 
that British Imperialism Is on the march. It 
seems equally impossible that. In the face of 
Mr, Bymes's disarmament proposals, 
should see In the presence of our troops In 
Japan and of a handful of soldiers In Iceland 
and Greenland a threat of "aggressive wars." 

But perhaps Mr. Molotov began senalng 
threats and Intimidations from the moment 
that America stopped granting Russian con' 
cession after concession and began suggest- 
ing that she act a llttls more like a member 
of the world community of nations and a little 
lesB like an ambitious empire on the make. 

None of the great powers has been com- 
pletely Innocent of putting its own Interests 
' Ilnrt at the previous Irultlesa meetings. But 
Russia has seemed lea-st capable of abandon- 
ing nationalistic ways of thinking. 

Yet, whether Russia really fears aggr&ulon 
or whether she Is merely bluffing to get a 
Iree hand, she' must see that the only sane 
solution Is to alter her present aggressive, 
truculent diplomacy. Mr. Molotov's latest 
speech only makes clearer the fact that this 
will be a alow process of attrition. 

But agreement will surely come. For, If- 
the goal of any of the great powers Is toward 
anything other than national suicide, It Is the 
only solution. 



RETURN OF THE SPUD 
Our wheat conservation program may suc- 
ceed In restoring the potato to Its rightful 
lilgh estate in this country. Perhaps such a 
minor by-product of the Important business 
of saving lives Is unworthy of attention. Yet 
It must be admitted that the humble spud has 
taken quite a klcklng-around In late years. 

The potato, as the department of agrlcul- 
turo pdlnts out. Is not fattening. A good-sized 
one contains no more calories than an aver- 
age serving of peas or corn, or two slices of 
bread. But to hear the diet faddists talk, 
one would think that a potato was 100 per 
cent butterfat. 

The trouble, of course, lies In what we put 
on the potato. And so. because of gravies 
and cream and gobs of butter, the seekers 
after sllmness have felt constrained to puss 
up the tasty tuber and thus deny themselves 
one of the noble plebeian delicacies. 

A boiled or baked potato, anointed with salt 
and less butter than you would put on a slice 
of bread, offers wonderful low-calory nour- 
ishment. Or the dieter can use salt alone and 
Ilnd himself missing very Uttle. 

And — to get right down to cases — If you 
think you must have a piece of bread for a 
"pusher" at every meal, there's always the 
baked potato skin. It's a delicious substitute 
that will do very nicely for the duration of 
the emergency.

ATOMIC AQE PROPIIECV* 
nie United States war department's Investigation 
of caves as possible places ,ot refuge, and porhapa 
even ta alies for homes and Indiutrlal activity In cane 
ot an atomic-bomb wir. recalls a book of the last 
century by Bulwer-I^tton which had jwmc weirdly 
prophetic pasiagei. It wf.i called "The Coming Race," 
and was about a people of the future who had estab- 
lished a aubterrnne.in world ot Ihelr own. niey had 
lied there lo e&cnpe nnnllillatlon. 

A newly dlfcovrred power, called "vrll." whs capable 
of being wti beneficially, for lightln^t, propelling 
vehicles, operBllng factories, flying, or deslriic lively, 
since each Individual could blast another to n cinder 
simply by pointing a rod at him. Compare it with 

It Is capable of being raised and diaclplined into 
the mightiest agency over all forma ot matter, 
anlmile or Inanimate. It can destroy like a flash 
of lightning: yet differently applied. It can re- 
plenish or Invigorate life, heal and preserve . . , 
On the report o( aome observer In u) klr-boal, 
they can estimate unerringly llie nature ot Inter- 
vening obstacles, and the extent to which the 
projectile Instrument should b« charged, so as 
to reduce to aahn within a space ot time too < 
short tor me to venture to specify It, a capll 
twice as vast as London. 

Bulwer-Lytton's imaginary world had almost a: 
hllated It^ielf before the surrlvora learned that 
terrible new power had made war otwoletc. All 
tlons ot Government by force gradually vanished, he 
records.

When called upon by Judge Bothwell, all the resUleuLi ^f Precinct 
No, 7 voiced llielr sincere objections, saying tlic establish men I of 
tills locker club In practically their doaryords would be a menace 
to their salety and happiness by creating a trollle liaiard, gezieral 
confusion dny and niKhl. besides causing grent depreciation In al! 
property valurs, ncjiilenls of Falls avenue and Blue Lakes boule- 
vard Joined them In their protest, nnd a petition signed by [irac- 
tlcally all of the rciiacnis ol Precinct No. 7 mid by other residents 
of Twin Falls county to the number of 1150 signers was preicnied 
to the conimlsi loners. 

We lelt throughout the meetlnar that all our protesta were met 
by a very bored and unfriendly attitude on the part of Cominla- 
aloners Molonder and Qreen. (Commissioner Potter, Kimberly, was 
absent due to Illness.) 

Mr. Molandcr said, '■pelltlons were ol no weigh! a-i there could 
be petitions from one side and petitions from the other and uhat 
are we commlsslonen to do?" 

He had no such problem here however, Mr. WUdnian. one of tlie 
promoters of the proposed locker club, was present throughovil the 
meeting. He made no replies to our protcsLs, made no promises 
and presented no petition. In fact his unperturbed calm seemed 
thot of one who knew hla posltlot* was already secure. 

At the close ol the meetlne the commlislonen lelt ths room, 
with no word of assurance that they would even consider our plea 
or let us know their decision.
